whistle signals, the combined effect 
of which should make a boiler factory 
appear as quiet as a morgue by com­ 
parison, the entire population of any 
threatened zone will be told to get 
underground. 
The officially authorized signal for 
“Take Cover" will be one of two min­ 
ute*’ duration, consisting of a fluctu­ 
ating or warbling sound of varying 
pitch, or a succession of interm ittent 
blasts of about five seconds’ duration, 
separated by silent periods of three 
seconds. Such signals will be sound­ 
ed by hooters, whistles and sirens. 
After a raid, the “All Clear" will 
be a continuous blast from the same, 
lasting two minutes at a steady pitch. 
Warning of gas concentration in any 
particular area will I** made by sharp 
blasts on deep noted whistles and r a t­ 
tles. 
Hand-bell8 will be rung when 
the gas is cleared away, or to help 
spread the “ Raiders gone” signal. 
Official trials have shown that the 
m aster sirens, placed 
at 
strategic 
points in every populated area, will 
be clearly audible over an area of a 
square mile. 
Immediately a m aster 
siren is heard the warning will be 
taken up by factory and other sirens, 
until the entire area is alive with the 
shrieking of sirens, the shrill of whis­ 
tles, and the roar of hooters.

authorities 
have 
compiled 
lists of all factories having sirens or 
hooters 
within 
their 
area. 
Such 
sirens or hooters, 
used 
today 
for 
“clocking-on" 
and 
’“knocking-off" 
warnings to employes, would be still- J 
ed in war-tim e except when

upon to act as air raid signals. Thus 
the public would learn to connect a 
siren or hooter with an air raid, and 
act accordingly.

('on lin ord from P age One 
for one thing, it means that they 
have been recalling their political 
liistory. 


THE record contains some inter­ 
esting and remarkable rebuffs ad­ 
ministered to Presidents who per­ 
sonally thrust themselves into the 
politics of a State. It shows that 
there has always been a resent­ 
ment against the efforts of Presi­ 
dents to guide the voters in the 
selection of State candidates. It 
shows, too, that it has never lieen 
possible for Presidents to transmit 
their own strength or deliver their 
own following to selected individ­ 
uals. There was the case of Presi­ 
dent Arthur in 1882. He directly en­ 
tered New York as the supporter 
of Charles P. Farwell for Governor. 
The result was 
the election 
of 
Grover Cleveland by the unprece­ 
dented majority of 192,000. 
And 
there was the case of Woodrow 
Wilson, who, neatly 
fifty fears 
later, vainly appealed to the people 
of Missouri to defeat James 
A. 
Reed. 


IN the present case it is true that, 


wholly aside from any affection for 
pear Alben,” Mr. Roosevelt has a 
vital personal stake in the Ken­ 
tucky primaries. 
Mr. Barkley is
